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TO THE READZR. 

Wherkoꝛe (chꝛiſtè reader) it hath been thought 
good, to commend this ſmall volume of godlye and 
ſincere doctrine, into our mother and English tong 
that it mighte be a ſputre vnto the dull ſhepherds, 
and helpe vnto the ſimple and godlye mynded cu⸗ 
rates, and comfozte to the fathers of the houſhold, 
parents, and gouernoures of youth, Truly it muſt 
needes be a ſpurre vnto the pdle, dul and negligent 
curates, bicauſe the doctrine hereot is ſo bziet, ſim⸗ 
ple and plaine, that a cyllye woman oz pooze pzen⸗ 
tyle, occuppinge theim ſelues the whole weeke in 
their vocacion, onlye with the ſtudpinge and lear⸗ 
nynge ok this booke vpon the ſondape and hollye 
daye, (hall within one peate be better able to teach 
hereafter their own houſholdes, then many curats 
do now inſtructe their congzegacion committed to 
their cure and charg. At whoſe hand, without fayl, #3ec. 3. 
the Loꝛde wyll requpʒe the bloude of euerye one of and. 33. 
their flock that periſheth foz lack of godly teching. 

Alſo the pꝛokite that the godlye mynded curates 
(although they be but meanly learned) ſhall here⸗ 
by obtaine their flocke and congregacton in ſhoꝛte 
tyme (by the grace of God) ſhall better declare in 
their lyte by good krutes than here can be expꝛeſſed 
with wooꝛdes.

Fo 
Ade :. he was the ſtombling ſtone, a a rocke to be offendq 
at, and a token whiche ſhalbe ſpoken againſt ofthe 
wozlde, Wherkoze it had not been well done, ik he 
ſhould haue graunted them any thyng pertainyng 
and touchyng the glozy of his father. It was ſuffi; 
cient, that he did declare with his dede his doctrine 
of chꝛiſtian pacience, in thoſe thynges that pertap⸗ 
Loue is Ned to his perſon. Wherkoze Chaiſt after his accu. 
the mai⸗ ſtomed maner( though ß Pharileis neuer ſo muche 
ſter ot al wayted him) healed this dꝛopſy man vpon the ſab: 
rlawes. hoth dape, ſhewyng with the ſame miracle, that al⸗ 
well Gods lawes as mannes lawes, ought to ſerue 
and geue place vnto charitee. And though the lab⸗ 
bot was cõmaunded vnto the Jewes moſt ſtraight 
ly to be kept, yet that commaundement did not ex: 
tende to the hynderaunce of charite. wherof Chu 
in another place ſheweth the reaſon why, ſaipng; 
Mar 2. The (abbot was made fo2 mans ſake, and not man 
:.T:,1, fo; the ſabvothes fake. And S. Paule ſayth ; The 
chiefe ſomme of the commaundement ts loue from 
a pure heart, and ofa good conſcience, and offayth 
vnkayned. Xoherfoze when J lee my neighbourin 
neceſſitee, Jam bounde to ſhewe him charitee and 
loue, it it were xx. tymes holy dap, becauſe loue is 
the rule and maiſtres ot all lawes. Nowe _—

well with thy ſelke, whether Chziſte did not right in 
healyng ofthis manne that had the dzoplye, howe 
frowardly ſocuer the Phariſeis toke it.

And the ſalua 
lion ofthe childzen of Fſrael fro tempozal death by 
the Lambes bloud, ſignifyed oure ſaluacton from 
eternal death by Chailtes bloud. And as almightie 
God paſſyng thzough Egypt, kylled all the Egipti 
ans hep2es tn euerp houle, and left not one aliue, & 
neuertheleſſe he paſſed by the childzen of Jſraels 
houſes, where he lawe the Lambes bloud vpon the 
doozes, and hurted none of them, but laued them al 
by the meanes of the Lambes bloud:ſo likewyſe at 
thelaſt iudgement of the whole wozlde, none ſhall 
bepaſſed ouer and ſaued, but that ſhall be founde 
marked with the bloud of that moſte pure and im⸗ 
inaculate lambe Jeſus Chuilt, 

Ind fo2 aſmuch as the ſheddyng of that lambe

Thirdely, when Chꝛiſte hadde ended his pzayer, 
Judas came with the ſeruantes of the Bilhoppes 
and Pharileis, to betraye his Maiſter and Lone, 
to delyuer him into the handes of the Biſhops and 
Pꝛieſtes.

in man. traptour dare beſo bold, (as one that hathe non

On the other part, ſet befoʒe pour epes 
the paſſion, death and buryal of Chzift, appꝛehen⸗ 
dyng them by true fayth,as moſt pꝛecious tewels x 
deuine treaſures, done foz thee, and thou ſhalt fynd 
thy colctence able to reſyſt againſt all the aſſaultes 
of Sathan, and alſo of ſpnne.

And they layd 
vnto hum: Ot Jeſus of Nazareth, which was a pꝛophet, mighty 
in dede and woꝛde befoze Sod, and all the people: and howe the 
bye pꝛieſtes and our rulers deliuered him to bee condempned to 
death, and haue crucified him. But wee truſted that it had been 
he, whiche ſhould haue redemed Iſrael. And as touchyng all 
theſe thynges, to dap is euen the thyꝛd dap, that this were done. 
Luc. 24 . pea, and certain women alſo of our company made vs aſtonted 
Joh.

in ſhewyng his woundes, and pet foz all this verye 
hardely could they be perſuaded tn this article of þ 
teſurrection. S o peruerſe is the fleſhe,and ſo ful of 
euil, ik it be not by the ſpirit of God illuminate and 
bꝛought to the knowlege of God. Hotwithſtãdyng 
there remayned yet in theſe two, certaine ſmal ſpar⸗ 
bes of loue towarde Chꝛiſt, ſo that they muſt nedes 
talke of Chꝛiſt, and the one open his grief vnto the 
other. And when they thus do, Chziſt gladiy com⸗ 
meth vnto them, and as a ſtraunger iournpeth with 
them, ſaluteth them, and alketh the cauſe of their co 
municacion and reaſonpng, and whp they were ſo

Ephe. 4 geue accompt in the day of iudgement:noꝛ pet pon. 
deryng, that S. Paule ſo earneſtip fozbad chziſti 
ans, that in any wplenofyithy wozde ſhuld be herd 
out of their mouth. Xoherefoze, tf thou wylte haue 
Chꝛiſt pꝛeſent at thy communication and talkyng, 
do as theſe two diſciples did. Talke ol thole thyn⸗ 
ges that pertayne to the honour of God, and thyne 
owne ſaluacion. Let thy wyll and ſtudye be euer in 
the law of God, and ſo ſhal Chailt not be fatte from 
thee, But if in thy talkyng thou fozget God, then 
looke not ko God, but fo2 the deuil to bee pꝛelente 

with thee. | 
Secondarilp, we haue here alſo what Chziſt did 
when he was come into the companye of theſe two 
diſciples.

Then beganne he at Moles and all the pꝛophetes, 
and interpꝛeted to tbeim in all their wzitynges, 
luche places as were witten ot him.

Fur⸗ 
thermoze he that ſhal l rebuke another man. ought

not onely to recite to his rebuke, what he had done 
vnrightkully. but he muſt alſo ſhewe what he hath 
done honeſtly, vertuouſly, and alſo pzofitably; Eu; 
ſo doth Chzilt here. Fyꝛſt he rebuketh their incte 
dulitee oz vnkapthkulnes. Then kozaſmuche as 
fayth cometh of hearing of the wozde, he pꝛoueth z 
alloweth their laiyng out of the deuine ſcriptures, 
that Chꝛiſt mult luffre. Ind walkyng with themhe 
earneſtly cotinueth his ſerino with ſuche mateſtiex 
power, that 8 diſciples after wer cõpelled to know: 
lege it ã ſay: yd not oure heart burne in vs, when 
he talked with vs in the way, and opened to vs the 
lcriptures: O bleſſed is that man, who Chzilt thus 
d2aweth by his woozde, and whiche is by Chailtes 
ſpirit inſtruct into the true knowlege of God.

Who can now think it 
meruail, though Chꝛiſte often times ſo ſoze blamed 
Erebuked vnbeltefin his diſctples,« again ſo high 
lye pzaifed and avaunced faith: It is therfoze dear 
lye beloued our part, ſtudioufly to avotde vnbeltek, 
and by al means to embrace the true faith of Chꝛiſt 
that by it we may be iuſtikied befoze god, and haue 
eternall iyfe.

without doubt the office of pꝛeaching and adininiz 
ſtration of the ſacramentes ſhalbe eltcemed accoz- 
dinglye in highe honoute and dignitie,Therefoze, 
doubteles it is very neceſſary foꝛ cuery chʒiſtian di 
ligentiy to obſerue, marke and learne this goipell, 
as wherin we ar taught, that highe houour ought 
to be giuen to the adminiſtracion of the wozde and 
ſacraments, as to thinges that Chziſt himlclfe the 
only begotten ſonne of god, ſo earnefily commaun 
ded to his beloued Apoſtles, and alſo adourned 
thele thinges with his owne wozde .

thenature ofhypocrily. Nowethis is the nature

owne merptes, to let vp theit owne righteouſnes, x 
to contempne all other as we map ſee iu many exam 
ples of the holy goſpell. Ind doubtles this hypo⸗ 
criſp is athyng bozne within all menne, pea ſo ſooze 
rooted, that it can not bee plucked out, tyll the holy 
ghoſt come, c newe create that olde Adam, makyng 
hima newe creature, as Clatasſayth : Foz all they 
are wicked and hypocrites, and all their mouthes 
haue ſpoke foly. But Chztlt in this place could not 
ouerpalle it, but he telleth Symon his hypocrtlpe, 
Thou (ſapeth he) gaueſt me not water foz my fecte, 
(as the cuſtome is of this countrep:) when I came 
into thy houle, thou gaueſt me no kyſſe, thou enbal- 
med(t not my head with oyle. But this ſynner hath 
done al this, peaà « that with ſuche diligence, that J 
can not caſt her from me,foz it ts done of fayth and 
loue. Thoulothelt her as a ſynner, but J foz the 
faythes ſake that ſhe hath in me. do recepuc her as 
i doughter and inheritour of God. And thoughe 
Fayth befoze tymes her ſfnnes were great, pet nowe is the 
vs chil⸗ 10uegreacerp ſhe hath to me. By like maner Chꝛiſt 
dꝛen of? ſtopped p mouthes of the other Phariſeys that ſat 
at meate with him, ſo that they ſayd within theim 
ſelfes: What, is this he that alſo fozgeueth ſinnes! 
Fo: Chꝛiſt by x by addeth to this: Thy fapth hath 
made the ſafe, go thy wap in peace.

Nou wander xare offended, that J am not offended 
toward this pooze woman, but knowe you,f J not 
onely wyll recepue her, but alſo wyll make her moꝛe 
righteous then you ace.

Thpꝛdlp, let vs coſider what fruite the Ipoſtles 


bzought, whiche taryed in Chziſt. Although the A- 
poſtles a lytle whyle after did kozſake Chziſt, by 
flipng away from him, and deniyng of him, yet fo? 
all that by and by they dyd repent,and they were ſo 
topneth in couple with Chziſt, that they did alway 
continue in him, Wherkoze they bzought _— 
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the kyꝛſt beginnyng muche kruite, by pꝛeachyng of 
the golpell of Chꝛiſt. After that they had receyued 
the gyktes of the holy ghoſt on Wohytſondap, they 
did ſpꝛede abzode the Golpell thzoughout all the 
wozlde, x gathered together the churche of Chatſt, 
not onely of the Jewes, but alſo ofthe Gentiles. 
Sainct Paule ſapth, that the goſpel was pzeached 
among all creatures, which were vonder heauẽ. And 
againe: The goſpel hath increaſed euen thzough 
the whole wozlde. Furthermoze,beſydes many o⸗ 
ther godlines and good wozkes, they bzough furth 
pleutptul truite, in doyng of great miracles, which 
they did in the name of Chzilt, whereby Chꝛiſt did 
floztſhe, and the authozitee a truth of Gods woꝛde 
was highly commended. They ſhewed themſelues 
towardes the Magiſtrates, as they ought to doo. 
They loued their neighbours accozdyng to the oꝛ⸗ 
der of charitee. Thei gaue not them ſelues to glut⸗ 
tony and ciotous bankettynges, oz to vncleanes & 
wantonnes, Fonallp, they did aſwell pztuateiy as 
openly leade a godlylife,and ſuffereth. very muche 
troudle x perlecucion foz the wooꝛde of God. They 
were tryed by manp mockes and ſtripes.They wer 
calt into pꝛiſons and chaynes. They ſuffered much 
hunger xpenury, at the laſt, they ſuffered all kynd 
of perſecution and death, and pet they fozſoke not 
their vocation, but the moze they wece perſecuted, 
the moze ſtronger dtd they confeſfe Chꝛiſt. Wher⸗ 
foe they did the rather optayne with Chziſt his 
beauenlp kyngdom. And this is the fruites which 
the Ipoitles bzought furth, when they did tarye in 
Chꝛiſt. Euer man hath his owne kcuites tariyng 
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in Chziſt. Fozhe that tarryeth in Chziſt, he cuen 
at the fyꝛſt beginnyng bzyngeth furth frutte by the 
callyng and confeſſyng the name of Chꝛiſt, both by 
his honeſt behautour and with al kindes of godly- 
nes and vertue, by obedicce, chaſtitee, temperance, 
(obztectie,by true bipng and ſellyng, a by other ſuch 
kyndes of vertues. And thele be p miracles whiche 
bee nowe required of the godly, Ind undoubtedlp 
wholoeuer doth folow thele vertues in this wozld, 
bꝛyngeth kurth great miracles. There is lo great a 
multitude of vnſhametaſt menne, of gluttons and 
deceyuers in this cozruptible wozlde, that it is no 
leſſe a miracle to liue among theim, iuſtlp, chaſtiy, 
Hamefaſtly, and ſoberly, then it was in tymes paſt 
to make a blynd man to ſee, oz els to raile vp à dead 
man. To conclude, whoſoeuer remapneth in Chꝛiſt 
bꝛyngeth furth fruite, by ſufferaunce and patience 
in the croſſe, tn aduerſiteeand afflictions, Let him 
not fozlake his vocacton, although he be perſecu - 
ted, but let him rather be encouraged by affliction 
to maintayne his vocacion, that he map openly de- 
clate that he knoweth Jelus Chuiſt to be his righ⸗ 
teouſnes and health. What ſhould bee the let, but 
he that remapneth in Chztlt,Chal bꝛyng fucth much 
kruite⸗ e that doth not tarrye in Chziſte, doth not 
bꝛyng kurth kruite. 

Foutthlp, let vs well vnderſtand that he ſayth:
